TRAINING HORSES FOR OLYMPIC EQUESTRIANS 


PORTERVILLE - A Navajo 
Indian who was born on the 
Apishipah River reservation in 
Colorado and who left the 
reservation on his own when he 
was eight years old is today 
training horses for the Japanese 
Olympic Equestrian team at the 
Pacific Coast Equestrian 
Research farm at Badger. 

Ernie Sanchez, who was in 
Porterville last week to check 
with Hank McEwan at_ the 
Porterville Horseshoeing school 
regarding a shoeing outfit, lives 
with his family on the Research 
farm, where he is putting his 
years of experience to work in 
training the Japanese horses. 

And Sanchez has for many 
years trained horses for many 
types of work. He officially won 
the 100-mile, one-day Western 
States Trail ride from Tahoe 
City to Auburn in 1960, and 
“unoffically” won it another 
year. 

He trained horses for Actor 
Fred McMurray on his 
Healdsburg ranch; he has trained 
and ridden polo ponies; he has 
owned, raced and ridden 
Thoroughbreds and Quarter 
horses; he managed horse outfits 
in the San Francisco Bay area.

ALF WAY 1S ONLY HALF WAY 


Popular indeed is any plan that appears to have the potential to 
“reduce taxes. 
And many indeed are the plans that do this - on a half-way basis. 
For instance, there are those who want to do away with income 
tax, those who would eliminate the property tax, those who want to 
“broaden the base,” those who want more sales tax and those who 
_ want less sales tax, those who want the inventory tax eliminated, 
those who want special assessments on agricultural land, those who 
want - well you name it, maybe there are still those who want the 
single. tax. 

When a sufficient number of these “‘thoses” start screaming in a 
voice loud enough to reach the politician taxes are reduced in the 
area of the screams - then, because this is a half-way measure, 
screams start to be heard among certain of the other “thoses”’ 
because nothing has changed in total; only the emphasis has 
changed, and total tax bill continues to climb. 

It might be possible, if one of the oft promised but seldom 

accomplished tax reform bills was passed, that taxes could be spread 
more equitably among the various segments of the economy. 

But no tax reform bill in itself is going to cut taxes; no half-way 
measure that provides preferential treatment to one segment of the 
economy, is going to cut taxes; no juggling of figures and profound 
statements concerning the relation of taxes to the national gross 
product is going to cut taxes. 

There’s just one way to do it. 

Quit spending so much public money! 

Like it or not, that’s the only answer. 


DISSENT DOES HAVE LIMITS 


In its rejection of a draft burner’s appeal from a 
criminal conviction under a 1965 federal law, the 
United States Supreme Court cleared the air of one of 
the more noxious fumes given off by the militant dis- 
senters, the anarchistic devotees of revolution and de- 
struction. 

The Court’s decision drew a logical and clear line 
between valid dissent in the form of free speech and 
writing, and the non-valid “communication of ideas 
by conduct.” As Chief Justice Earl Warren said for 
the 7 to 1 majority, “We cannot accept the view that 
an apparently limitless variety of conduct can be 
labeled ‘speech’ whenever the person engaging in the 
conduct intends thereby to express an idea.” 

In other words, a public harangue against a certain 
law is a defensible use of the privilege of free speech; 
but defiance of that law and the breaking of other laws 
to make an ideological argument are not.

California asparagus is a big seller in 
London and Milan, and peaches are 
grabbed up at premium prices b:

Exotic Oriental vegetables account 
for two million pounds of the total 
figure and rank third. Most of it goes 
to Europe, but the Orient, 

ly, is also a major market. 

One item of note reported by the 
Federal-State Market News service - 
only 20 pounds of California cherries 
were flown to the Orient last year.

At the Research farm 
Sanchez is working with seven 
horses for the Japanese Olympic 
team - possibly more will be 
brought in later. At least four of 
the horses - with their Japanese 
riders - are being conditioned for 
the 100-mile Western Trail ride 
that is coming up in August of 
this year; at the Olympics the 
horses will be used in a three-day 
endurance trial, as well as other 
competitive events. 

The horses used by the 
Japanese are mostly Hungarian 
Thoroughbreds, although there 
is one Arab in the string. 

And how do you train horses 
for endurance? 

‘“‘That’s. sort of a_ trade 
secret,” Sanchez says, “but you 
must start with a sound horse, 
and keep him sound. Feed and 
proper exercise are keys to 
successful training. Actually 
these horses are athletes in their 
own right and must be 
conditioned accordingly.”
